Ohne should first know what is the Government 
of a nation before trying to tell about it. For the 
jawbone of an ass is just as dangerous as a weapon 
today as it was in the days of Samson. Now, the 
basis of our particular Government is its Constitu- 
tion. A man may be loyal to his Government 
and. yet oppose the peculiar principles and meth- 
ods of the Administration. 

In the United States of America our form of 
Government is that of a republic — not that of a 
democracy. No one can peddle democracy, in- 
cluding Communists and Fabians, schemers and 
crooked politicians and be faithful to the pledge 
of allegiance at the same time. 

The mere majority of people do not rule in 
this nation; and, according to our Constitution, 
the mere majority, was never intended to rule. 
Our lawmakers must operate inside the Con- 
stitution; they must respect the Bill of Rights; 
they may not pass legislation which is opposed 
to the Constitution and to the rights of minor- 
ities. The Destroyer Deal, the Wagner Act, the 
NLRB, the War Power Acts, the Marshall Plan, 
the World Bank and the United Nations are un- 
Constitutional. The loaning and giving the tax- 
payers’ money and property to foreign powers 
borders on treason. If the Congress does not 
know it, the Constitution does. 

When a citizen attaches himself to a public 
payroll, including officers in the Army and Navy, 
he takes an oath to uphold the Constitution — not 
the Administration. The Administration is not 
the Government —.not yet. The penalty which 
Article 2 of the Bill of Rights provides for viola- 
tion of that oath in the least particular is death 
without benefit of a jury. The life of our Re- 
public is at stake. Hence, it may be the duty of 
our Governors, if not Secretary Forrestal, to

The Spanish Embassy, in Washington, has is- 
sued the following commentary, under date of 
October 31, 1947: 


* * * 

Once’ again, as on previous occasions, the 
Spanish Red Committee — before, now and at all 
times an instrument of Communism — has turned 
up in New York like a vagrant burh'to implore 
of the United Nations that they intervene in mat- 
ters which are reserved to the sovereignty of 
Spain. It once again ransacks*the rubbish-heap 
of lies and calumnies, it invents figures for im- 
aginary executions, revives the myth of tortures 
by the police, which have never been proven, 
and produces against the homeland of Spaniards 
something similar to a movie melodrama. 


Last year the Spanish Red Committee was 
“selling” the manufacture in Pamplona of the 
atomic bomb, ‘and the construction of four 35,000 
tons battleships in some fairy shipyard. This 
year it is the turn of “human rights.” It appears 
that Spain does not respect ‘‘human rights.” 
Rather than atomic bombs and battleships, the 
Red committee has now discovered 100,000 
prisoners ip Spain! No less, no more. The ‘state- 
ment’ is aS untrue, as ridiculous and as slanderous 
as all their previous “statements”. And who 
make up the Red committee, that is to say, the 
so-called Government of the so-called Republic 
in exile, presided over last year by Giral and now 
by Albornoz? They are the men who governed 
Red Spain from 1936 to 1939. What did these 
men do? What was their idea of the rights ‘of 
man? We will refer to the words of a Spaniard 
of universal:fame, the dramatist Jacinto Bena- 


vente, ,a Nobel prize winner,’ who, on his libera- . 


tion by the national forces of Franco, wrote the 
following words about ‘the type of existence 
which the Red government organized for several 
million Spaniards: 


“Our physical sufferings had not been the 
most important. There was nothing to eat, 
nothing to’smoke. But worst of all was the spir- 
itual anguish, that swung between fear and hope, 
faith and despair. This, at the same time, sus- 
tained us. 1 will not collapse — we told our- 
selves — 1 will see the end. But the end never 
seemed to arrive. 


“Those who have never lived in the Red Zone 
in Spain only know one side of the war. We 
know all of it. But we will not pretend to be 
heroes; our sufferings were small in the light of 
the heroism of those who have fought and won. 

“When anyone has dared to reproach me: 
‘But were you a Red?’ I have answered merely: 
‘Had I been Red, my indignation would have been 
greater, on witnessing my ideals thus dishonored

and debased.’ Unhappy are those who held such 
ideals in good faith! But a point was reached in 
which one could no longer talk of ideas in Spain. 
There were only two classes of people: decent — 
folks, and the rest. It was in the heart, not the 
head, where these things took place. - In the men 
of the Red Government, there was not a crisis of 
ideas, but a crisis of decency . . They were 
cowardly to the point of fearing less their enemies 
triumph to that of their own people; for these 
might démand a dangerous rendering of accounts; 
while the enemies’ triumph meant a comfortable 
exile abroad, well stocked with funds with which 
to buy every luxury. The only disagreeable ek- 
ment in their material prosperity would be re- 
morse; but to feel remorse, you must have a 
conscience. There was no fear on that score; 
you cannot steal a conscience, and that would 
have been their only means of acquiring one . .” 





THE ELEPHANTS AND THE GNATS 





Once upon a time there was a tribe of some 
fifty elephants who had been living happily in 
their native habitat; living as elephants should; 
thinking elephant thoughts; and acting as ele- 
phants. And in the elephant tradition, when they | 
set out to go any place, they moved in a straight 
line forward — directly to their goal. 


Now it happened, as these things sometimes . 
do, that a small group of gnats, numbering five 
in all, came to live with the elephants. Each 
gnat took up his abode in the left ear of one of 
the leading elephants. 


Because of the gnats, these five elephants 
gave up their straight line movements, and started 
turning to the left. Because of the standing of 
these elephants, most of the other elephants fol- 
lowed suit. But because they kept turning to the 
left, they soon began going around in Circles. 
Some of the elephants did not like this, but they 
were cautioned by their leaders to remember that 


the gnats were God’s creatures. ssl 


And so, the elephants who did not like what 
was going on began meeting in secret to bemoan 
the fact that so many elpheants had ceased to act 
as elephants, and to think elephant thoughts. 
But their leaders stated publicly that the elephants 
should not refer to themselves as elephants, but 
as God’s creatures, which, of course, they were. 
The word ‘elephant’ became almost obsolete 
in their vocabulary. 


Things continued to go from bad to worse. 
At some of the secret meetings (in concealed 
places for fear of the gnats) from which the ele- 
phants with gnats in their ears were excluded, 
the fear was expressed that elephants could no 
longer continue to exist simply as elephants, that 
they would continue to run around in circles 
counter-clockwise, and that the gnats had already 
taken over. 


Finally a wise old elephant said “There is no 
doubt in my mind that gnats are God’s creatures; 
but that doesn’t mean that God intended them to 
live in elephants’ ears. It may even be that they 
have a wonderful philosophy — that is, for gnats. 
But let the forty-five of us take the gnats out of 
the ears of the other five. We shall not destroy 
the gnats; we may even be able to help them 
live as gnats should; although it is doubtful that 
they need our help. And in the meantime, let us 
simply stop talking about the gnats. If we act as 
elephants, and think elephant thoughts, and keep 
the gnats out of our ears, we have nothing to 
worry about.” 


And the elephants took the advice of their 
comrade. They stopped going around in circles 
counter-clockwise. Once again they drove 
straight to their goal. And prosperity came once 
more to them. 


But to each elephant the most amazing thing 
about the whole episode was the realization of 
how much stronger an elephant is than a gnat.

It is time to talk plainly. We believe the in- 
fluence that was the author of the Mortenthau 
plan, if indeed it was not the cause that brought 


us into World War Il, is an over-ambitious, ag- — 


gressive, arrogant and ruthless group that works 
mostly behind the scenes. 


This minority has its own private espionage 
forces. It has long practiced intimidation over 
other Americans. [t plays upon the timidity of 
politicians. It reaches into news and, editorial 
offices of our journals and periodicals. It is pow- 
erful in radio and other communications. Its 
members through the administrative departments, 
and we are advised they are much in evidence 
in our military government in Germany. 


We believe this group has long been perse- 
cuting Americans. It was clearly at the bottom 
of the disgraceful attempt to send to prison some 
thirty American men and women — so-called 
seditionists — for the sole reason that these thirty 
were against Communism and had incurred the 
ill-will of these people.

We believe this minority is responsible for the 
dire situation in Germany today and for attempt- 
ing to put over on the American people the false 
impression that the Morgenthau plan has been 
modified.

other American citizens that this and other agi- 


tation for undue privilege and power should cease 
and cease now. If it does not cease, there will 
presently be a rising against this group that will 
be disastrous for them and will leave a stain upon 
our country. Because we earnestly hope that 
such a tragedy may be averted, we say these 
plain words now. 


If the American people will frankly face this 
phase of the problem, a large part of our German 
difficulties will be cleared up. To continue to 
pour our resources into Germany and into Eur-

great power still paying lip service to free enter- 
prise to impose a collectivist economy upon Ger- 
many and, in consequence, upon all Europe. 


Mr. Herbert Hoover observed not long ago, 
after his trip to Germany, that if German non+ 
military industry were permitted to recover, free 


from strangulating controls, the burden of keep- 


ing Germany on the American dole would be 
lifted from the back of the American taxpayer. 
Whatever he may feel about the recent war, it is 
to our interest and that of the world that Ger- 
many be brought to safe economic health. There 
is no more naturally industrious and hard-work- 
ing people on earth. Give them the incentives 
of the free enterprise system, give them hope of 
real reward for real effort, and we shall see econ- 
omic recovery there and in the whole of Europe. 
And we shall see this without the expenditure of 


_twenty-five billion dollars through any grandiose 


Marshall Plan, either. 


It is still in our power to determine the future 
of the continent of Europe. To keep that con- 
tinent on our dole will be to pour billions down 
a rathole, dissipate our resources, fasten Socialism 
upon Europe, and insure mounting inflation end- 
ing with our own bankruptcy. The alternative 
is to restore the one economy upon which the 
economy of every other European nation depends. 


What is needed is not a change of policy, but 
a complete reversal. Some one should supplant 
General Clay, who too obviously is a part of the 
present plan. 


Europe needs to.have its energies to set free 
to work out its own salvation. There aré some 
things we should not do and some things we 
should do. We should not dismantle any more 
German factories. We should not deliver any 
more factories to Soviet Russia. We should not 
force a collectivist economy upon Germany. We 
should not subsidize the socialization of Europe, 
either with money or goods. - ; 


We should act as Christians rather than as sad- 
istic, vengeful conquerors. We should fulfill the 
obligations of common humanity and justice 
toward the starving, but we should insist upon 
promoting a free economy in which no one will 
starve. We should export our faith in freedom, 
applying it as the principle of social and econ- 
omic life rather than talking freedom and im- 
posing serfdom. 


Against the ramparts of a Europe armed with 
the ideology and the economy of freedom, the 
Soviet Union would press in vain. 


Give us another two years of imbecility; 
Europe on our dole, collectivized at our expense, 
the great open sore of Germany festering and 
poisoning the whole, and the Soviet Union will 
not need to conquer Europe. Europe will be 
standing, hat in hand, begging for admission to 
the Soviet Union. 


We can have it either way, as we please. 
But we have very little time.
